PAH's £2k payout 
for HIV fear man 


A DRAIN engineer who feared he 
had contracted deadly HIV after 
being spiked by a syringe at 
Harlow’s Princess Alexandra 


Weekly rubbish collections to g 


Hospital has secured £2,000 
damages in an out-of-court 
settlement. 


Self-employed Michael Michael was 
unblocking drains in September 2007 and 
had placed rods down a drain in the 
hospital car park when he encountered 
syringes, one of which stuck in his hand. 
The 57-year-old had to wait six weeks to 
find out if he had contracted HIV, during 
which his 36-year marriage broke up 
because of the stress and his wife's fear of 
coming into contact with him. 

Solicitor Richard Biggs handled the claim 
for Mr Michael, from Saffron Walden, 
and said: “Michael was working below the 
maternity unit at the hospital... when nine 
syringes shot out at him like torpedoes. 
“One of the needles stuck in his hand. 

This was obviously a horrific experience 
for Michael, especially when a nurse 
commented ‘Oh, my God, that’s not one of 
ours - it must be a drug addict’s’. 

“His marriage broke down and he had 
even started planning his own funeral. As 
he is self-employed, his earnings dropped 
as he was unable to work during this 
time.” 


A PAH NHS Trust spokesman yesterday 
(Wednesday) described it as “a regrettable 
incident but one which was outside our 
control”. 


WEEKLY rubbish col¬ 
lections are to be dumped 
after councillors voted 
for a dramatic overhaul 
of Harlow’s waste dispos¬ 
al system. 

In a decision which split 
Tuesday’s meeting of the 
environment and community 
committee along party lines, 
the ruling Conservative group 
succeeded in passing contro¬ 
versial plans to introduce 
alternate weekly collections 
from wheeled bins. 

Under the new system, due to 
come into force next April, most 
low-rise households will be 
issued with two bins - one for the 
disposal of residual waste, the 
other for dry recyclable material - 
to be emptied on alternate weeks. 

A bookable weekly collection 
service for nappies and inconti¬ 
nence wastes will also be incor- 
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porated, but no extra provision 
will be made to pick up green 
waste as households will be 
encouraged to consider home 
composting. 

Flats with communal bins will 
continue to have residual waste 
collected weekly, with a fortnight¬ 
ly recycling round, while both 
flats and houses will have a week¬ 
ly collection of kitchen waste. 

According to the 

Conservatives, the new system 
will increase Harlow’s optimum 
recycling rate to about 48 per cent 
- more than doubling the 23.88 
per cent recorded last year. 

But Labour and Liberal 
Democrats voiced concern that no 
public consultation had been car¬ 
ried out, and raised fears the bins 
would be a target of vandalism 
and some homes would struggle 
to accommodate them. 


They also opposed a clause 
exempting the decision from 
being called-in for scrutiny. 

Loma Spenceley (Lib Dem), 
whose bid to have the decision 
deferred for a public consultation 
was voted down, branded the 
move “disgraceful and undemoc¬ 
ratic”, a view echoed by Tony 
Durcan (Labour). 

But Tory leader Andrew 
Johnson defended the exemption, 
claiming it was necessary to pre¬ 
vent further delays to the tender¬ 
ing process - due to begin next 
week - and said it was disingenu¬ 
ous for the opposition to call for a 
consultation so late in the day. 

“This work has been going on 
for 10 months now,” he said. “If 
the previous administration want¬ 
ed to consult with the public, they 
should have done so at the start of 
the process - it’s too late in the 
day now.”

£10m cash crisis 
fears confirmed 


PREDICTIONS that Harlow 
Council could find itself a stagger¬ 
ing £10m in the red by the end of 
the financial year were effectively 
confirmed this week in an internal 
document sent out to staff by the

chief executive. 

Tory council leader Andrew Johnson 


and his deputy Simon Carter have faced 
fury from Labour and the Liberal 
Democrats over their revelations that the 
council risks incurring the huge defecit. 

But their controversial interpretation of 
the books - described as “wild” by the Lib 
Dems and “hysterical” by Labour - was this 
week backed by chief executive Malcolm 
Morley in a staff newsletter. 

Mr Morley was not prepared to speak on 
the record and refused to respond to ques¬ 
tions from the Star, but writing in The 
Weekly Information Sheet he neither ques¬ 
tions nor challenges any of the assertions 
made by the Tories last week and admits 
cuts and the re-prioritisation of projects 
will be necessary. 

He also reassures staff the situation 
came as no surprise and is comparable to 
other authorities, while insisting the prob¬ 
lems are in hand. 

His acceptance of the situation is likely 
to anger opposition councillors, some of 
whom are understood to have put pressure 
on Mr Morley and other senior officers to 
publicly reject the Conservative claims. 

Angry Lib Dem leader Chris Millington 
said: “The (previous) Lib Dem/Labour 
administration left the council in a sound 
financial position. The Tories claim that 
commitments have been given in the capi¬ 
tal programme without the funds being 
there. That is a serious allegation and they 
need to substantiate it or withdraw it.” 

Labour group deputy leader Jean Clark 
argued: “Councillors Johnson and Carter 
are presenting an extreme, one-sided ver¬ 
sion, implying at every turn that disaster 
looms. Yet they are totally silent about 
measures taken by members, all in the 
public domain, to remedy each situation, 
balance the books and ensure that each 
account balances income with expendi¬ 
ture.” 

But Mr Johnson said this week he was 
confident the situation had been presented 
accurately, adding: “Everything we have 
said is based on what is in the reports and 
we have been clear from the outset that this 
is a worst-case scenario.” 

# MR Johnson has pledged to stand up to 
central Government and reject its demands 
if doing so is in the interests of Harlow. 

He spoke out after Tory local govern¬ 
ment spokesman Eric Pickles last week 
called for Conservative councils to ignore 
Labour initiatives and look towards the 
likelihood of a new Government after the 
next General Election. 

“We will take note of what our party 
leaders say about policy and priorities and 
where these meet the needs of Harlow, we 
will pursue them,” said Mr Johnson. “If 
this means rejecting the Labour 
Government’s policies or diktats, we will 
do what we said we would do - make 
brave decisions and stand by them.” 



Gas works set to delay 


MOTORISTS have been warned 
to expect delays through Roydon 
due to a 10-week project to renew 
gas mains under Harlow Road. 

Engineers are due to start 
replacing 415m (1,362ft) of cast 
iron mains with modem plastic 
pipes on Monday. Temporary 
traffic lights will be in place, ini¬ 


tially at Little Brook Road and 
moving along as work continues. 

A National Grid spokesman 
apologised for any delays but said 
the new pipes should last more 
than 80 years, adding: “This is 
essential work that will enable 
local people to continue to enjoy 
safe and reliable gas supplies.”

Fraud threat 
over funding 


A RESIDENTS group has threatened to 
report Harlow Council to the Serious Fraud 
Office for failing to hand over hundreds of 
thousands of pounds promised for the reju¬ 
venation of a community centre. 

Berecroft Residents’ Association chairman 
Zulqar Cheema has vowed to take his complaint to 
both the Serious Fraud Office and the Local 
Government Ombudsman if the authority does not 
make the cash available soon. 

His threat was made after the council admitted it had 
taken the money previously promised to pay for improve¬ 
ments to the Maunds Hatch Community Centre and used 
it elsewhere instead. 

Mr Cheema accused it of effectively taking the money 
from the community and warned: “I’m going to the police 
about it unless they give it back to us now.” 

The association approached the council in 2003 to sell

land formerly occupied by the Berecroft scout hut, with 
the proceeds to be ploughed back into the centre. 

Both sides reached an agreement and 18 flats were built 
on the site. At a policy and resources committee meeting 
in 2004, the council agreed the money should be wholly 
used for the centre’s refurbishment. 

The project appeared in the council’s non-housing cap¬ 
ital programme for 2007-08 with a budget of £500,000, 
but last appeared in the 2008-09 programme with a 
revised budget of £350,000. The council has yet to explain 
the reason for the reduction. 

However, the authority last week admitted it had 
already spent the money and instead offered just £50,000 
to get the project off the ground. 

“I would rather see the £50,000 they have offered go to 
a good cause if they won’t give us the whole lot,” said Mr 
Cheema, “because if we don’t get it all 
back, the £50,000 would have been wast¬ 
ed.”

The council declined to respond to Mr 
Cheema’s allegations and instead referred 
to a statement issued last week, which read: 
“The committee has agreed to allocate up 
to £50,000 initially to this project. This 
money will be used to appoint an architect 
to produce a design brief in consultation 
with the community. The project is current¬ 
ly not at a stage where building work can 
begin. Therefore only £50,000 has been 
allocated at this point. 

“There are also issues to resolve around 
the management structure for running the 
building and discussions are ongoing with 
the community. Further consideration to the 
project will be given at the next policy and 
resources committee in August. 

“The overall project cost is £350,000 and 
this has always been the figure discussed 
with the community.” 


Homes plan veto 

EPPING Forest councillors have refused 
planning permission for a massive develop¬ 
ment of 351 homes next to St Margaret’s 
Hospital, in The Plain. 

Members believed the excessive density 
would be out of character and the design 
bland and uninspiring. Other objections 
included doubts about access and damage 
to the local environment. 

Developer Bellway has been asked to 
revise its plans for its next application.

£10m crisis not a 
shock in spin era 

SIR, The incoming Conservative 
administration have clearly made it a priority 
to examine the finances of the town in 
minute detail, something that all taxpayers 
would have thought that any administration 
would do as a matter of course and on a 
regular basis, and have quite sensibly 
declared the worst case scenario based on 
their findings and the state of the world’s 
economy in general (Star, July 3).

being used as a meeting place for 
under-18s to gather and drink. 

Residents have also complained 
to police about anti-social behav¬ 
iour emanating from the parks. 

Acting Sergeant Karen Brim s on 
has been among those leading the 
efforts to have designation orders 
put in place and said she now fears 
the stalled decision could compro¬ 
mise the safety of those using the 
parks. 

“This is a real disappointment,” 
she said. “Both of these areas are 
highlighted by ourselves and the 
council as hotspots for underage 
drinking, which has been brought to 
our attention by operation Nano - a 
joint venture with Harlow police 
and Harlow Council’s licensing and 
anti social behaviour team where we 
patrol known areas and confiscate 


alcohol from youths. 

“Local Neighbourhood Action 
Panel meetings have spoken of the 
residents concerns regarding anti¬ 
social behaviour and this was one 
way to combat the problem. 

“As the summer months approach 
we are always concerned about the 
safety of the children and also of the 
safety of others who use the parks. 

“This is not only a night-time 
problem and the parks are used by 
young children and their parents.

She added: “With summer holi¬ 
days fast approaching, it would have 
been nice to have this sorted early.”

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Change to crem 
hours for strike 

CHANGES have been made to the days of 
operation at Harlow’s Parndon Wood 
Crematorium next week in an effort to 
minimise the impact of staff strike action. 

With local government workers set to 
walk out in protest on Wednesday and 
Thursday at a below-inflation pay offer, 
and with the cemetery shut every Monday 
and Tuesday for ongoing maintenance 
work, there were fears the facility could be 
shut all week.

A limited number of cremations will 
also take place on Friday, although con¬ 
tractors will be working on the site as well. 

Gary Neill, of Daniel Robinson & Sons 
funeral directors, said: “I’m very pleased, 
for the sake of the bereaved families who 
would have been affected, that the council 
has agreed to take this action. To have the 
place closed all week would have been an 
outrageous state of affairs.” 

Proposal to curb 
school run chaos 

PARKING attendants may be stationed at 
every school during rush hour to stop the 
headache of parents parking illegally. 

Tony Durcan (Labour) made the recom¬ 
mendation at a Harlow Council scrutiny 
committee as councillors discussed ways to 
combat the problem. 

The former joint council leader said: 
“Parking wardens should be targeting the 
key areas at key times - even if they can’t 
give out tickets, just getting people to think 
about how and where they’re parking is bet¬ 
ter than nothing.”

“Although I’m not from Harlow, I 
understand from speaking to people 
who live there that The Stow is par¬ 
ticularly prone to incidents like this. 


“It’s clear that police need to take a 
far more proactive approach, stepping 
up patrols of the area and naming and 
shaming the youngsters that cause 
such misery for decent, law-abiding 
citizens.” 

Harlow neighbourhood policing 
sergeant Kelly Thurston said police 
were working closely with Harlow 
Council to combat crime and anti¬ 
social behaviour in The Stow, but 
added that police relied on residents’ 
help. 

“Increasing the frequency of our 
patrols is something we can certainly 
consider doing if we have evidence to 
believe it is necessary,” she said. 

“But we need residents and shop¬ 
keepers to make a note of or report 
any disturbance - no matter how 
minor it may seem - to help us catch 
those responsible for anti-social 
behaviour and reduce the number of 
incidents in their area.” 


Pensioners collect bus route petition 


ANGRY commuters fight¬ 
ing to save a bus service 
from the axe have gathered 
a 600-name petition calling 
for it to be reinstated. 

Regular users of Arriva’s 
500 service between 
Harlow and Romford want 
the firm to reverse its deci¬ 
sion to terminate buses at 
Ongar - 12 miles short of 
the original destination. 


The petition, set up by 
Harlow Pensioners’ Action 
Association chairman Les 
Coben, was given to 
Harlow MP Bill Rammell 
last week for him to pass to 
Arriva bosses. 

Arriva claims rising fuel 
costs and reduced reim¬ 
bursements for customers 
with bus passes have left 
the service unviable. 


But Mr Coben com¬ 
plained: “The Government 
wants us all to leave our 
cars at home and get on 
public transport, but how 
can we do that if all our bus 
services are disappearing?” 

“It’s not just pensioners 
with bus passes who use 
this route, it’s youngsters 
on their way to college and 
young families too. How 


can Arriva cut such a popu¬ 
lar, busy route? They're 
supposed to be providing a 
public service.” 

Mr Rammell said he 
sympathised and vowed to 
help fight the decision: “I 
have taken this matter up 
with Essex County Coun¬ 
cil, which has the power to 
step in and subsidise a 
replacement service.”

Foyer yob hurls 
out extinguisher

crashed to the pavement.

East Potential, the east London com¬ 
pany which operates the Occasio House 
‘foyer project’ for disadvantaged young 


people aged 16-24 who benefit from 
accommodation at cheap rates, is inves¬ 
tigating following Monday’s incident. 

The problem of some residents throwing 
litter and other items from their windows in 
the Playhouse Square development, making 
an eyesore of the area and constituting a 
potential danger to passers-by, was high¬ 
lighted in January when a canopy roof 
became strewn with fast food packaging and 
other rubbish, as well as heavier items 
including a wooden door. 

Following a report in the Star, East 
Potential launched a clean-up operation and 
cracked down on bad behaviour, threatening 
to evict persistent offenders. 

But this week’s incident has renewed 
fears of hooligan behaviour. A taxi driver 
who witnessed the extinguisher being 
thrown from the window as he waited at the 
nearby rank, said: “It just came soaring out 
of a window and could have gone anywhere. 

“Imagine if someone was walking by and 
a great heavy fire extinguisher landed on 
their head. It would probably kill them 
instantly. People who behave like that don’t 
deserve help.” 

A spokesman for East Potential this week 
said staff “actively work with the residents 
to encourage responsible behaviour”. 

“We are aware of and regret the incident 
and are trying to find out who was responsi¬ 
ble,” he said. “However, there is a possibili¬ 
ty that it was a visitor to the foyer. 

“If we find that a resident was involved, 
we will ensure that they are made thorough¬ 
ly aware of the potential risks of their 
actions. If their behaviour does not improve, 
they risk losing their tenancy.”

Lucky family came 
home to big prize

W E give away a lot of 
prizes in this 
newspaper but to 
date we’ve been unable to 
match what one lucky 
Harlow family won back in 
1957 - a house! 

The Win A Harlow House 
competition was brought to the 
attention of Nostalgia recently by 
reader Shirley Harrison and, 
thanks to the wonderful resource 
that is The Museum of Harlow, 
we now have the original BBC 
script of the televised 
competition final, broadcast as 
part of magazine show Now. 
Sponsored by the local newspaper, 
Harlow Development Corporation 
and house builder George Wimpey, 
the aim of the stunt was to drum up 
interest in the fledgling new town as 
a place to live - and up for grabs was 
a brand new house in Herons Wood 
worth £2,200. 

Of the 3,400 families who entered, 
four appeared in the final and were 
quizzed by a panel of judges 


assembled at Stone Cross Hall, the 
building which is now Liquid 
nightclub, while outside in Market 
Square was dancing and music to 
complete the picture of a happy, 
bustling community. 

The judges included TV personality 
Lady fsobel Bamet, boxer Freddie 
Mills and cricketer Doug Insole. 
Presenting the glitzy show were 
Roma Fairley and Brian Johnston. 


After a film on each of the families 
was shown, the interrogations began; 
alas, the script does not detail the 
questions asked, but the aim was to 
find somebody who could “prove 
they were responsible members both 
of the community and family group”. 
At the conclusion of the initial early 
evening programme, viewers were 
invited by Fairley to “join us again at 
10.10pm to find out which family 


will win the house”. 

Johnston chipped in: “We no doubt 
leave four very anxious families! 
Meanwhile the town of Harlow 
continues to enjoy itself and so for 
the moment let us sit back and listen 
to the music of a local jazz group!” 
Two hours later and the waiting was 
over - well, nearly. 

Johnston: “The judges have come to 
a decision and we are waiting for the 
announcement. Meanwhile, this 
Essex skiffle group entertains.” 

And after what must have seemed the 
longest skiffle ever, Leonard Boyton, 
a 35-year-old “trades unionist, 
allotment holder, member of a judo 
club and Welsh choir”, was told he 
had won. 

Along with wife Ivy and children 
John (9), Geoffrey (6) and Marilyn 
(4), he was handed the keys by 
Development Corporation chairman 
Richard Costain. The runners up 
were the Saltiel, Hicks and Bibbey 
families. 

A motorcade procession took the 
winners to the house, complete with 
police motorbike escort, and a look 
around for the TV cameras. 

Finally, Johnston proposed a toast: 
“Here’s wishing the house the 
Boytons have won will prove to be a 
happy one ...”

PAH moves to 
quell bug fear

HEALTH chiefs have 
quashed fears of an out¬ 
break of deadly MRSA in a 
ward at Harlow’s Princess 
Alexandra Hospital after a 
patient became seriously ill 
with the bug. 

The PAH NHS Trust issued 
reassurances after it admitted 
two people are currently in isola¬ 
tion in Penn Ward after having 
been found to be carriers of the 
bacteria and that a female patient 
is also in a serious but stable con¬ 
dition after contracting an 
MRSA infection. 

The news emerged a week after the 
hospital was given the thumbs-up by 
Government inspectors for its efforts 
to control deadly infections after it 
was deemed to be missing hygiene 
targets last year. 

Speaking this week, a PAH 
spokesman said there was no MRSA 
outbreak in Penn Ward or anywhere 
else in the hospital. 

“Penn Ward is being used as an 
isolation area for patients who have 
been tested as being positive for car¬ 
rying colonised MRSA,” he said. 



“We have two patients isolated in 
Penn Ward, who have been tested and 
have found to be carrying the 
colonised form of MRSA; they are 
not ill. 

“Last week we had a patient devel¬ 
op MRSA bacteria and she has now 
been moved and is in a stable condi¬ 
tion on a high dependency ward.” 

The colonised version of the bacte¬ 
ria can only become harmful if it 
makes contact with an open wound 
and gets into a patient’s blood stream. 

No further details about the 
woman have been released but hospi¬ 
tal officials are stressing she is an iso¬ 
lated case and that staff are well 


versed in using alcohol hand washes 
and other methods to reduce the 
spread of infection. 

The spokesman said the hospital’s 
hygiene regulations are now so strict 
that no MRSA cases had been report¬ 
ed in the first three months of 2008. 

He added patients now undergo 
regular testing for MRSA, which has 
meant more cases are being found but 
because ‘carriers’ are being flagged 
up and isolated at an early stage, there 
is less chance people will become 
infected. 

“This could be seen as an issue but 
people need to be reassured this is 
good practice,” he said.

Asked to look after his nephew, a bright kid with 
a rebellious streak, Trevor is halfway through 
deciphering his estranged brother’s enigmatic 
notes when he stumbles across a prediction of an 
impending geological disaster that could 


jeopardise his sibling’s pioneering research and 
prevent him from ever being found again. 

Given no alternative but to attempt to find his 
brother before it’s too late, he grabs his nephew 
and hot-foots it over to Iceland, where he hooks 
up with impossibly sexy scientist Hannah 
Asgeirsson (Anita Briem) and together they 
discover a mysterious cave in a dormant volcano 
- which just so happens to be the gateway to the 
centre of the earth. 

As you’d expect, their perilous journey deep into 
the bowels of the planet takes in plenty of thrills, 
spills, slips and trips, all painstakingly rendered in 
3D, as are the less-than-friendly creatures the 
group encounter on their dangerous voyage. 

This is excellent popcorn fare and owes much of 
its inevitable success to the fact it never tries to be 
anything other than a rip-roaring adventure yarn 
with some snazzy special effects.

MAMMA MIA!

IN what could be the most horrifyingly 
saccharine musical ever likely to hit the 
big screen, an all-star cast hams it up to 
almost distressing levels while 
performing never-ending dance routines 
to kitsch Abba songs. 

If that sounds like your idea of hell, you 
probably haven’t had cause to catch the 
inexplicably popular West End musical, 
and you most certainly won’t be going to 
see this. 

Largely reliant on the pulling power of its 
triumvirate of heavyweight film stars 
(Meryl Streep, Colin Firth and Pierce 
Brosnan), this is the story of one 
woman’s bid to find her real father in 
time for him to take her down the aisle 
on her wedding day. 

The problem is, dad could be any of the 
former conquests of her mum (Streep), 
so the bride-to-be (Amanda Seyfried, 
pictured above ) invites all three to the 
impossibly perfect Greek island she has 
chosen to host her big day in an effort to 
whittle down the possibilities. 

The rather slender plot is beefed up by 
the inclusion of every irritating Abba song 
you’ve ever had to endure your dmnken 
aunt dancing along to at every wedding 
disco you’ve been forced to attend, 
which is not a particularly enjoyable 
experience unless you’re an incurable 
nostalgic with a penchant for platform 
shoes and sparkly outfits. 

Coupled with some rather half-hearted 
dance routines and interminably dull 
romantic set-pieces, the whole film 
seems more than just a little contrived, a 
quickfire cash-in on a phenomenally 
successful franchise rather than a 
definitive work in its own right.

Martial arts epic hot-wired for fun 


LEGEND OF THE SHADOWLESS SWORD 

(Entertainment In Video, 12, retail & rental) 

Weaving together gorgeous photography and rich 
production values with action, romance and enough 
wire-flying to suggest its characters are superheroes, 
this Korean martial arts epic succeeds where the oft- 
disappointing House Of Flying Daggers failed by 
remembering to keep it fast, furious and fantastical. 
Director Young-jun Kim has no art house pretensions 
to slow him down and the film’s lean narrative is 
really little more than one long chase punctuated by 
spectacular dust-ups, the breathless pace actually 
serving to give the quieter moments significantly 
more impact than they might otherwise merit. 

In 927 AD, the ruthless Killer Blade Army has 
assassinated all heirs to the ruling dynasty bar one - 
the exiled Prince Jung-Hyun (Seo-jin Lee). 

With the country toppling into civil war, the beautiful 
and deadly warrior Yeon So-ha (So-yi Yoon) is 
despatched to find him to unite the country in a final 
stand against tyranny, but discovers him living as a 
selfish thief and trader in stolen goods. 

Luckily for her, the Killer Blade’s ninjas are never far 
from their heels, pursuing the pair across country 
from one close shave to the next, during which he 
learns the basic values he’ll need to rule while 
simultaneously tapping into his inner warrior and 
unearthing the secret of his connection with So-ha. 
From a surprisingly bloody opening, the film shifts 
tone for the rest of its many action scenes, blending 
amazingly well-choreographed sword fights with 
gravity-defying stunts and flashes of magic, a hugely 
enjoyable blend of outright silliness and brash heroics 
anchored in moments of quiet pathos, the latter 
surprisingly also shared by the forbidden lovers 
leading the pursuit.

DIARY OF THE DEAD 

(Optimum Home Entertainment, 18, retail & rental) 

George Romero is the grandfather of the modern 
zombie film and his original trilogy, beginning with 
Night Of The Living Dead, are still undisputed classics 
of the genre - which makes it all the more 
disappointing to see him so far off his game. 

His much-anticipated and long-awaited return to the 
field with 2005’s Land Of The Dead was, perhaps 
inevitably, something of a disappointment; backed by 
a major studio and working with names such as 
Dennis Hopper and John Leguizamo, it was certainly 
a gorily entertaining ride but just didn’t feel like a 
Romero movie. 

Far more encouraging was his subsequent 
announcement to shrug off studio control and the 
restrictions imposed by a big budget to return to the 
autonomy of indie film-making for Diary Of The 
Dead. 

Sadly, the end result is even more dissatisfying and 
too often feels like watching your granddad fumbling 
along to Styx on Guitar Hero, trying to embrace a 
new aesthetic of film-making but missing by a mile. 
The original concept for Diary ... was evidently 
something along the lines of a reboot of Night Of The 
Living Dead, filtered through The Blair Witch 
Project's camcorder verite. 

We’re back to the original outbreak of the walking 
dead, but this time around it’s all captured by a 
student film crew who happen to be out in the 



woods shooting a low-budget mummy movie and 
decide it’s their duty to document the unfolding crisis 
via their own footage and snippets of film grabbed off 
the internet. 

But from the outset, Romero scuppers his own efforts 
at authenticity; he’s clearly too polished a filmmaker 
to settle for a crude patchwork of hi-def video, CCTV 
and internet postings (which might have resulted in a 
far more engrossing and original experience). 

Instead, he opts to saddle the film with a tedious, 
monotone voiceover explaining at some length the 
cameraman’s ludicrous refusal to stop filming even 
when his life’s clearly in immediate danger and 
justifying the addition of a soundtrack - in effect, the 
director’s set himself a bunch of rules and spends 
much of the film squirming free of them. 

And then there’s the political subtext. Romero’s never 
been one for subtlety ( Dawn Of The Dead's critique 
of ’70s consumerism was never more complex than 
having zombies lumbering around a shopping mall 
because “This was an important place in their lives”) 
but here it’s like being pounded in the face with steak 
tenderiser while he shouts ‘Do you get it? Do you get 
it yet?’. Yes, George, we get it - the mass media is an 
evil corporate beast of distraction and misinformation, 
right? Sheesh! 

Add to this a cast of characters who are by and large 
unlikeable bratty post-teens and you can’t help but 
wonder if the man is, like his creations, just stumbling 
through the half-remembered motions of a previous 
life. 

There are some redeeming features - solid make-up 
work, a few inventive kills and jump-scares - but 
they’re just not enough to save the day.

PRINCESS AURORA 

(Tartan Asia Extreme, 15, retail) 

This Korean female vigilante thriller begs comparison 
to Chan-wook Park’s Lady Vengeance but despite 
some flourishes can’t help but fall into its shadow. 

It opens with an attractive woman carrying out what 
appears to be a random series of graphic murders, 
becomes more complicated when it emerges she’s 
the ex-wife of the cop trying to solve them and finally 
descends into florid melodrama when her motive 
becomes apparent. 

It doesn’t help that the narrative skitters about from 
the one flashback to the next until you’re not sure 
quite where you are in time, and the suspension of 
disbelief too often hangs by a fraying thread.

THE WATER HORSE: LEGEND OF THE 
DEEP 

(Sony Pictures, PG, retail & rental) 

A gently endearing and often exciting family film set 
in wartime Scotland, with a lonely boy living 
alongside Loch Ness discovering a curious egg which 
hatches into the fabled creature of the title. 

As young Angus bonds with it, the creature grows 
exponentially and it becomes evermore difficult to 
conceal its presence from the nearby military units. 
Very much a shaggy dog (or is that slippery 
plesiosaur?) story, the little ones will thrill to Angus’ 
adventures with the impressive CG creature while 
older viewers will appreciate the gentle relationship 
growing between his widowed mother (Emily 
Watson) and taciturn handyman (Ben Chaplin).

so-so debut Walk Into The Light And Reach For The 
Sky. So, in place of sludgy, self-indulgent excess we 
now get restrained post-rock crispness, while the 
woolly, naive lyricism gives way to a newfound 
intelligence and maturity in their songwriting. From the 
slow rumble of opener Smokestacks to the leftfield, 
math-rock precision of Soundtrack To Your Life, this is 
by turns atmospheric, introspective and majestic.

S OME cars just feel 
natural from the 
moment you first get 
behind the wheel. 
Hyundai’s i30 estate 1.6 
CRDi Style is one of them. 
It doesn’t matter whether you’ve 
just got out of a particularly 
large, particularly small, 
particularly sporty or 
particularly comfortable vehicle. 
You feel an instant affinity with 
the i30. 

The driving position, the vehicle 
size, the layout of the controls ... 
they are, for the most part, 
exactly how they would be had 
you designed the car from the 
ground-up yourself. 

Starting from a blank slate in the 
C-segment probably puts you at 
both an advantage and 
disadvantage. There’s an 
abundance of very good cars 
available in this arena which 
makes it hard for a particular 
model to quickly establish a 
foothold, especially as the top- 
three sellers are firmly dug into 
their trenches and, with massive 
backing, have little trouble 
defending their positions. 

But let’s not forget Hyundai isn’t

some pokey little manufacturer 
from foreign shores. It’s actually 
the fifth largest manufacturer of 
vehicles in the world with a 
wealth of experience, albeit 
largely in overseas markets. 

The advantage comes from being 
able to look at what those 
segment mainstays do well 
individually and try to equal all 
of them in a single model. This is 
where i30 estate really succeeds. 
While it doesn’t excel in any 
obvious area or have a single 
attention-grabbing, inventive 
gimmick to fall back on, it fails at 
nothing making it supremely 
easy to live with day to day. 

The i30 estate offers a consistent, 
stable ride that’s comfortable 
both on the motorway and 
around town. The steering is 
light but not unnaturally so and 
all of the controls are sharp and 
responsive, particularly the 
brakes. 

The 1.6-litre diesel engine is well 
suited to the model. Peppy is the 
best way to describe it, keen and 
quick to respond, smooth in 


acceleration and with little lag at 
the bottom and minimal drop off 
at the top. Across the rev range 
and across the gears this 
outwardly unremarkable family 
estate never fails to pleasantly 
surprise with its get up and go, 
all the while sipping fuel at a 
wallet-friendly rate. 

Inside, the i30 estate is equally 
user-friendly. The Style trim level 
offers a respectable finish, with 
part leather, steering wheel audio 
controls, air conditioning and 
connections for an iPod or USB 
device. 

The large areas of glass make it 
feel roomier than some of the 
competitors inside but it’s not all 
an optical illusion. It’s 50cm taller 


than the hatchback and 230mm 
longer, with the wheelbase 
stretched by 90mm. That extra 
room goes a long way in the rear 
where boot space and legroom 
both benefit. 

There’s also a lot be said of the 
i30’s distinctive but discreet 
styling. The interior, although 
hardly forward thinking in its 
design, is neat, contemporary and 
functional. 

Blue lighting on the dials 
attempts to add some pizzazz, and 
it does, but won’t be to everyone’s 
taste even if it is less garish than 
you might at first imagine. 

The exterior is among the 
sharpest in its class. Sleekly 
contoured light units and a shell 


featuring sparse but sensible use 
of lines and additional curves 
ives it a friendly, sensible but 
esigner look. 

Where some estates in this 
segment can look forced or 
gimmicky, the i30 makes for a 
natural looking station wagon 
and wears its additional length 
very comfortably. 

Like the design, the build quality 
has also taken a marked step 
forward compared to the last 
generation of Hyundais. 
Although light to open, the doors 
shut with a sturdy thump and 
leave minimal gaps while all of 
the materials feel robust. In turn, 
this leads to a decent level of 
refinement. 

The diesel engine can be a little 
clattery from cold but settles 
down to a hum on the motorway 
where the sixth gear isn’t really 
missed. 

If a big European manufacturer 
had launched this car, few would 
consider it to have fallen short of 
the mark. With reasonable asking 
prices and the tempting Hyundai 
warranty attached, the i30 estate 
is every bit as worthy of 
consideration as the usual 
suspects.

Anyone for (French) Cricket? 


TAKE a cricket bat or tennis racket 
and ball along to the park. 

All the players stand in a circle - 
upwards of 4 children can play (but 
best to keep numbers down to about 
8 in total).

N AT Fisher has 
enjoyed many 
triumphs but 
Harlow Athletic Club’s 
much respected coach 
and one-time World 
Record holder is hoping 
a 64-year wait will come 
to an end in 2012. 

Fisher is looking forward to 
the London Olympics after 
his chance to go to the event 
in 1948 was turned down by 
his father Mike. 

The then 11-year-old was 
disappointed, but put this behind 
him. 

“We were offered a couple of 
tickets to go to Wembley for the 
Olympics but my Dad was a 
horseracing man and was going 
to York!” Fisher reflected. 

The young Fisher went on to 
forge a successful amateur 
athletic career. The peak was 
back in 1961 when he equalled 
the one-and-half mile world 
record (6 mins 26 secs) set by 
Gordon Pirie. 

Fisher (71), who has been a 
coach at Harlow for more than 
30 years, cannot wait for the 
Games to come to the capital. 

He said: “I am looking forward 
to it.” 

Fisher was bom in London, but 
now resides in Elmwood, 
Sawbridgeworth. 

He developed an early appetite 
for middle-distance running and 
joined Eton Manor AC at the 
earliest possible age, which 
back then was 14. 

Training routines were basic 
compared to today and the 
youngster trained whenever 
when he could. 

“I used to train in the mornings 
and at night. A coach would say 
‘Do ten 400m runs’ just because 
it was an even number, when 
eight or twelve might be better 
for a runner. It was just 
guesswork,” he said. 

“Nowadays runners are tested 
with heart monitors whereas 
then they just measured your 
pulse. Being at Eton Manor then 
was also big as it was the only 
club to have floodlights.” 

The mile or 1,500m are Fisher’s 
favourite events and his 
dedication to running is 
admirable. 

Roger Bannister breaking the 
four-minute mile for the first 
time in 1954 was a big event but 
Australian Herb Elliott (a Gold 
Medal winner at Rome 1960 
Olympics) had more of an 
impact on Fisher. 

“A lot of people talked about 
Bannister. Going under four 
minutes was a big thing but 
Herb Elliott was my favourite,” 
he said. 

“He ran against everybody and 
beat them. He would not avoid 
anybody. He was just so 
determined.” 

Working as a delivery driver for 
the London Evening News six 


days a week meant that Fisher 
could not compete in Saturday 
meetings but he did manage to 
take part in evening meetings. 

In the late 1950s he managed to 
cut his personal best for the 
mile down to 4:04 from 4:12 
and equalled the world best in 
the 1.5 mile event at Paddington 
race track. 

Fisher said: “It was a big thing 
to cut eight seconds off in the 
mile and when I equalled the 
world’s best in the 1.5 mile 
event I felt so good.” 

But a nasty back injury in 1962- 
63 meant a seven-year spell out 
of competitive athletics. 
Recalling his horrific injury, the 
Harlow’s coach winces as he 
reveals: “It was in the cold 
winter of 1962-63 and I slipped 
on a bit of ice. My back was so 
painful and lifting my feet onto 
the pavement was very hard for 
a while.” 

The misfortune would have 
finished many, but Fisher, who 
moved to Sawbridgeworth from 
Woodford in the early 1960s, 
has flourished as a mature 
runner and coach. 

He ran his first marathon in 
Harlow at the age of 40 which 
he completed in 2 hours 22 
mins. He also came first in the 
European Veterans 
Championships at Strasbourg, 
France, in the 1,500m in 1982 
(4;06.8) after coming third in 
the 1,500m at the World 
Veterans Championships at 
Gothenburg in Sweden in 1978 
(3:57.51). 

He holds the Harlow club’s 
masters records in no less than 
five events (800m, 1,500m, 
mile, 5,000m, 10,000m and 
marathon). 

“ft was very enjoyable to 
compete in these masters events 
and do well. I remember when I 
did my first marathon I thought 


it was easy, and when I finished 
wondered why I had I not done 
it 15 years earlier - I was 
running 120 miles a week in 
training,” he said. 

“Having the records is nice and 
nobody has come close to 
breaking them. 

“People tend to go to road 
running after 30 now so they 
might not go for a while.” 

Fisher has been a focal point for 
athletics in Harlow for several 
decades now. 


Ann Tamplin, Mandy Noble, 
Sandra Noble and Toni 
Lattimore (a former national 
cross country champion) won 
the Essex Cross Country 
Championships under his 
tutelage in the 1970s. 

More recently, Natalie 
Street (400m England 
Schools champion and 
Essex 400m winner), 

Brian Cannon (two times 
Essex 400m champion) 
and Great Britain 
athlete Andrew Osagie 
are just a few who 
have benefited from 
Fisher’s knowledge 
and experience. 

He said: “It’s good 
to see them do 
well. It’s good to 
work with the 
young as it keeps 
you young in 
mind.” 


And wouldn’t it be 
great if Fisher is 
watching one of 
his young charges 
compete in the 
2012 Olympics in 
the Londoner’s 
home town.
